HUNTSVILLE, Mo., June 2.—I. J. 
_ Carter Jr., who shot and killed Thomas 
J. Bagby, his sister’s sweetheart, Sat- 

' urday night, is in jail here, held with- 

, out bail, pending a preliminary exam- 

' {nation set for tomorrow. He is held on 
the Coroner’s verdict, which was to the 
effect that Bagby died from gunshot 
‘wounds inflicted by Carter. 

Miss Beulah Carter, the pretty 1’- 
year-old girl, who was the real cause of 
the tragedy, was not a witness at the 
inquest yesterday and her name was 
not mentioned in the testimony. That 
she was present at the time of the 

' tragedy is certain, but this fact is not 
apparent from the testimony given be- 
fore the Coroner. 

Carter, who is 22 years old, was a 
witness at the inquest. His testimony 
was brief. He said that he was in his 
sister's room about 10:30 p. m. Satur- 
day, when he heard. someone trying to 
open the window. He said he thought 
the intruder was a burglar and that he 
took a shotgun and fired. 

Then he got a-/Tevolver and fired a} 
second time. He declared he did not 
know he had shot the son of a neigh- 
bor until the body was brought into 
the bouse, where there was a light. 


Two Wounds, Either Fatal. 

The physician who examined the body 
of Bagby, who was 20 years old, said 
that the charge of shot entered the 
neck, severing the jugular vein, and 
that a bullet from a revolver entered 
‘the left side. of the head. Either would 
have caused death, the doctor states. 

Carter, in jafl here, refused to see 
anyone today and would not make any 
statement. He refused to add to the 
testimony he gave at the Coroner’s in- 
quest and other members of his family 
@qually reticent. This leaves a number 
ef. mysterious points unexplained, 

It is known that young Bagby had 
‘been paying aitention te Miss Beulah 
Carter and that her brother objected to 
‘these attentions. The two families have 
been friendly for years and are promi- 
nent in the farming section six miles 
south ef town. It is said that young 
Carter had ferbidden young Bagby to 
trespass on the Carter farm, or to con- 
tinue his attentions te Miss Beulah. It 
is said alse that Bagby ignored this and 
continued te see the girl to whem his 
’ attentions were not distasteful. 

Few Witnesses te Shooting. 
There were few witnesses to the sheot- 
ing and they were all members of the 
Carter family. It was net explained 
how Bagby came te be at the Carter 
home Saturday night. Miss Beulah will 
be a witness at the preliminary hear- 
ing tomerrew. 

One story Is that Bagby met the gir! 
at church and escorted her home. Know- 
ing that he was unwelcome and not 
wishing te leave his sweetheart with-

WIDOW OF MAN OFFICER 
KILLED CONFRONTS SLAYER 


, 
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Policeman Stinger Deliveis Love Message From 
Dying Man After Coroner’s Jury Returns 
Its Verdict. 





After a coroner’s jury had decided 
Monday that Patrolman William Stinger 
was justified in killing Harry McCord, 
who was shot in the back while running 
from the scene of an attempted robbery, 
Stinger approached McCord’s weeping 
widow and said. 

“IT have a message to give you. Be- 
fore your husband died, he said to me, 
‘Tell Edith I love her, and I'm sorry 
it happened.’ ”’ 

“Thank you,” said the young woman, 
as she buried her face in her handker- 
chief. ° 

‘I hope you have no hard feelings to- 

ward me,” Stinger continued. “I was 
doing my duty.” 
Mrs. McCord murmured a reply which 
the policeman interpreted to mean that 
she,did not blame him, and left the cor- 
oner’s office. 

Policemen Tell of Confession. 
Stinger shot McCord on Elm street, 
near Third, shortly before 1 a. m. Sun- 
day. He testified Monday that he had 
seen McCord and three other men at- 
tempt to “strong arm’’ a man, who 
proved to be Alex McGraw. He said 
McCord had admitted his crime at the 
City Dispensary, saying it was his first 
attempt at robbery, and was made be- 
cause his bride of a year was hungry. 
Policemen Betz and Chrismer also tes- 
tifled to hearing McCord’s confession. 
Dr. Hall, of the Dispensary, named on 
the police report as having heard the 
man’s statement, was not called as a 
witness. cal 
All testified that McGraw identified 
McCord at the City Hospital. When 
McGraw came to testify he said he did 
not go to the hospital. 

“Who took this man to the hospi- 
tal?’’ asked Deputy Coroner Lloyd. 
“Chrismer, Schleifstein and myself,” 
replied Betz. 
McGraw then amended his statement 
by saying he was intoxicated, and that 
if he had gone to the hospital he h:d 
no recollection of it. 
Mrs. McCord testified that her hus- 
band was out of work. She declared he 
had always been honest. 
The jury, which found that the kill- 
ing was justifiable homicide, committed 
by Stringer in the performance of his 
duty, consisted of S. Newberry, L. P. 
Dauernheim, Edward Stock, William 
Kelly; George W. Essrmian° and ® P. 
Fritschle, 

Tricd to Get on Force. 
It has been Jearned that McCord came 
near appointment to the police force 
two weeks ago, having passed the exam- 





inations. He was rejected because the 
registration books did not show t’iat 
he had voted in the past two years, as 
required by law. 

Stinger, who was formerly the terror 
of speeding automobilists on Lindell 
boulevard and in Forest Park, gave a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Monday the fol- 
lowing account of the killing of Mc- 
Cord: 

“About 1 a. m. Sunday I went out 
of the Southern Hotel on the Elm 
Street side, and saw a man waiking 

west, on the south side of the street, 
followed by four others. 

“One of the four, a tall man, put his 
arm around the neck of the first man, 
and I saw that he was ‘strong-arming’ 
him. 

Officer Tella of Confession. 

“I ran up, and the four men scattered. 
The tall man ran east, and as he was 
the only one I had seen touch the 
first man, I took after him. 

“I called to him to halt, 
once in the air. 
fired again, low. 

“As I walked up, with my revolver 
pointed at him, the man said: ‘It’s all 
right officer, I’m shot. You got me. I 
don’t blame you. You did your duty. I 
wouldn’t have touched the man, only 
my wife was hungry. Oh, my poor 
Edith!’ 

“In the ambulance on the way to the 
dispensary, he told how he had met the 
three fellows in a saloon and agreed 
with them on a hold-up job.

SHADES OF CAPT.

PIRATE CAUGHT 


Bold Samuel Seevey, With His 
Two Fellow Desperadoes, 
Robbed Craft at Will. 
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DUE TO WALK PLANK 
Penalty Is Ten Years in Cell 
~ and Fine of $2000; His 
Companions Flee. 








CHICAGO, June 29.—After a thrilling 
chase, a United States revenue cutter 
has captured at Frankfort, Mich,, the 


leader of a gang of lake pirates who, 
since May 11, have been cruising the 
lakes, holding up pleasure boats and 
stealing cargoes from various lake ves- 
sels. Samuel Seevey, the man arrested, 
was brought here today. 

He will be tried in the Federal Court 
on charge of “revolt and seizing com- 
mand of a boat on the high seas.”’ The 
penalty is 10 years’ imprisonment and 
$2000 fine. 

Schooner Was Seized, 

The boat seized was the Nellie John- 
son, a small schooner. It was seized by 
its crew of three men at Montag, Mich.. 
on May ll, while Capt. McCormack was 
ashore. As soon as McCormack left the 
vessel three sailors took it away. Fed- 
eral authorities here were notified and a 
revenue cutter in charge of Deputy 
United States Marshal Currier started 
in pursuit. 

The pirate was heard from at various 
points, when it would make a quick dash 
into port, seize a cargo of lumber or 
other marketable goods and as sudden- 
ly disappear. 

Pleasure Craft Robbed. 

A number of pleasure boats also com- 
plained of being held up in mid-lake by 
the boat, which would send them on 
their way after taking large supplies 
of provisions. 

The craft finally was found at Frank- 
fort, in a sinking condition. She was 
loaded with limber and the three men 
were stil! aboard. Two-of them es-

Three Women Swept Away 


and Drowned in Torrent at 
Wellingg.on, Kan. 





WELLINGTON, Kan., June 299.—Four 
persons are known to have been drowned 
and a number are missing as a result 
of the flooding of Hargis Creek, east of 
this place, which followed.a cloudburst 
north of here about 10 p. m:, lasting 
till the flood came without warning and 
swept houses and other buildings away 
before the occupants cou!d reach places 
of safety. 

The known drowned: 

MRS. SHIRLEY SHERMAN, a young 
married woman; washed from the top of 
her house. 

MRS. EDWARD WEST, wife of a 
railroad man. 

BABY GIRL, daughter of a Santa Fe 
engineer named Hurst. 

MRS. SMITH, a negress. 

So far today only ohe body had been 
recovered. that of Mrs. Smith. She was 
taken from her bouse, which had float- 
el. several hundred yards from its foun- 
dations, 

Mrs. Sherman climbed to a housetop 
from a rope that was swung to her by a 
Santa Fe switchman, who was on a high 
bridge, under which the creek flowed. 
Her father, Edward Wheeler, who was 
on the house with her baby, was able to 
save himself and the child a few sec- 
ouds after the mother was swept away, 
the witer lifting the house to the level 
of the floor of the bridge. He walked 
to safety. 

‘Mrs. Edward West, wife of a former 
Santa Fe employe, was drowned at the 
same time as Mrs. Sherman. 

The Wheelers and Wests were neigh- 
bors and both their houses drifted into 
the flood at the same time. The West 
house lodged against the p'ers of the 
Santa Fe bridge and the Wheeler's be- 
tide it. Both families sought the roof 
of the West house when the Wheeler 
house went to pieces. 

Mr. West and his mother, the latter 
proprietress of a rooming house‘a block 
south of where her son lived, were able 
to save themselves, Mrs. West climbing 
to the top of her house from which she 
was réscued by two men in a boat. 

The Hurst baby was drowred after 
being taken from its father. who had 
sought refuge on a housetop, by Charles 
L. Covell, Superintendent of Pubite 
Works, who already bad rescued seven 
persons in a boat. Immediately after

SAVING IN HEAT TOO 


Pierce Building Finds It Econ- 
‘ omical to Generate Its 
Own Current. 


The National Bank of Commerce, the 


largest financial institution in St. Louis, 
is installing an electrical plant in its new 
building at Broadway and Pine street to 
escape from the November rate schedule 
ef the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. 

The bank has a contract with Union 
Flectric for service for the present bank 
Dullding at Broadway and Olive street. 
The plant in the new building will be 
completed within a month or six weeks 
and it will supply current for both build- 
ings. 

The bank decided to put in the new 
plant on estimates of an electrical en- 
gineer which showed it would cost $8322 
more each year to buy current from the 
Union company than it would to gener- 
ate it in the building, 

J. C. Van Blarcom, president of the 
Bank of Commerce, was formerly a di- 
réctor in the Laclede Power Company. 
“he bank paid $5432 in 1907 for lighting 

e old building, and $4603 for power. 

Can Save 88322 Yearly. 
ae electrical engineer estimated that 
will cost the bank $39,452 a year for 
ght, heat and power for the new build- 
tng at Union Electric's present rates. 
- His figures show that the same service 
Can be rendered by a private plant at 
@ cost of $31,130. The estimates were 
made by H. H. Humphrey, an electrical 
engineer, with offices in the Chemical 
building. 

‘The plant which is now being installed 
in the bullding consists of two horizon- 
tal single-cylinder Corliss valve ba)] en- 

nes, each connected to a 250-kilowatt 

estinghouse direct current generator. 

engines are being installed by O. 
L. Collins & Co., St. Louis agents of 
the Ball Engine Co. 

The new building will consume more 
than 1,000,000 kilowatt hours of current 
@ year. This is one of the largest elec- 
trical contracts in St. Louis, and Union 
Electric failed to get it in competition 
with the private plant. 

Mr. Humpurey estimated that it would | 
cost the bank, at Union Electric’s pres- 
ent rates, $22,(73 a year for light, heat 
and power for the new building. The 
private plant,.according to his figures, 
will supply the same service at a cost 
of $17,645. Every possible item of ex- 
pense in the cost of generating the cur- 
rent, including taxes, interest on the in- 
vestment and depreciation, is figured 
in Mr. Humphrey's estimateg. 


| Pierce Building Has Plant, 
*The new Pierce building at Fourth 
and. Pine streets is equipped with one 
of the largest and finest electrical plants 
in the West. The building has two 
250-kilowat generators and one 125-kilo- 
Watt geneartor, making a total capacity 
of 625 kilowatts. 

The plant supplies current for the op- 
eration of 10 elevators, 6000 16-candle- 

wer lights and one 10-horsepower and 

@ 16-horsepower motor. 

‘The plant has no recording watt me- 
ters so that the engineer is unable to 
figure out the exact cost of the current. 
It is estimated that it would cost the 
building between $2700 and $2800 a month 
to buy its curretn at Union Electric 
rates.

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American Interests Are Be- 
lieved to Be Threatened 
by Uprising. 








AUSTIN, Tex., June 2.—American 
mining interests are jeopardized by the 
Mexican uprising. While owned mines 
are not in the territory so far directly 
affected by the revolution, it Is expected 
uprisings among the miners will occur. 
For months agitators have been work- 
ing among these miners. 

The difference between the pay of 
Mexican miners and those in the 
“states,’’ as well as poor working condi- 
ticns, have been dwelt on at length. 
Revolutionary advices declare all the 
miners will join the insurrection. 

Wednesday will be the most anxious 
day the country has witnessed in years. 
While the fighting so far has clearly 
shown that widespread dissatisfaction 
exists, all advices from across the river 
indicate that the revolutionary leaders 
are confident uprisings far surpassing 
those to date will occur then. 

July 1, Day for Uprising. 

July 1 is the date for the revolt that 
has been preached by the _ agitators 
throughout the whole northern territory. 
The attacks at Viesca, Las Vacas and 
other points, it is stated, were prema- 
ture. 

That the Government is alarmed Is 
shown by its preparations to quell the 
revolt. Thousands of tioops are being 
rushed to the threatened district and 
suspected plotters are being arrested by 
wholesale. 

Mexican troops have captured a few 
straggling rebels and have had skirmish- 
es with bands haunting the villages 
and ranches. The main force of the In- 
surgents, which on Friday attacked Las 
Vacas, opposite Del Rio, has not been 
captured. It is marching south with the 
intention of joining several hundred 
rebels who raided Vieeca on Thursday. 
A small band ‘of rebels 's operating near 
San Pedro, State of Chihuahua. 

Soldiers Wurrying to Scene. 

It is reported that another band of 
several hundred is nearing Matamoras, 
State of Coahuila. Sixteen special 
trains carrying soldiers are due at Tor- 
reon and Cidad Porfairo Diaz today and 
tomorrow. 

These reinforcements are being rushed 
toward the border from Mexico City 
and other interior points. Two regi- 
ments of rurales are aiding the Federal 
troops in chasing the insurgents. Two 
companies of Texas rangers have been 
ordered to the Texas border, near Del 
Rio, to prevent violations of the neutral 
treaty. 

It is now known that nine soldiers and 
several revolutionists were killed during 
the fight at Las Vacas. 

Edward H. O'Reilly, a newspaper man 
from San Antonio, crossed the river at 
De! Rio Saturday with a Mexican guide. 
They encountered a band of insurgents, 
who fired on them. The guide was killed 
and O'Reilly was wounded in the arm. 
He retreated and returned to the Amer- 
ican side of the river. 





Only Bandits, Says the Capital. 

CITY OF MEXICO, June 29.—The re- 
ports of an organized revolution fn the 
northern part of Mexico are denied 
here. The men who have attacked sev- 
eral towns are declared to be mere ban- 
dits. 

The reports that bridges have been 
burned on the Mexican Central Railroad 
are denied by C. R. Hudson, vice-presi- 
dent of the road.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Senor Jose 
Gordoye, Charge D’ Affaires at the Mex- 
ican Embassy here, who has been act- 
ing during the absence of Ambassador 
Creel, has received no advice in regard 
to the order directing Creel to return to 
Washington at once.

At the present time, acquaintances of 
the Goulds say, Mrs. Gould has spies in 
her husband's establishment and the 
husband has spies in his wife's. Neither 
can undertake the least act of daily 
routine without it being made known 
to the other. 

Mrs. Gould is livimg in her villa two 
miles from Greenwich, Conn., while her 
husband has taken up his abode halt 
a mile from his wife’s home. Mr. Gould 
passes most of his time on board his 
yacht. 

Frank Jay Gould first met his wife 
at a ball in the Berkshire hills. It was 
love at sight. He was 19 years old, she 
17. Their courtship was accomplished 
by no untoward incidents until just prior 
to their marriage. The question of re- 
ligion arose, but the bride finally over- 
came the obstacle by quitting her faith 
and agreeing to a Protestan ceremony. 

Publicly, for five years, their domestic 
life was ideal. They passed much of 
their time yachating. Not until 1906 was 
their sea of content the scene of squalls. 
Then came rumors that all was not 
well. 

First Public Tiff in 1906. 

The wife left their home in Lynd- 
hurst, N. Y., the old family home of the 
Goulds, and went to Hot Springs, Va., 
for an indefinite stay. Frank Gould, it 
was announced, would sail for a voyage 
abroad, to be gone a long time. Friends 
rejoiced that a legal separation had been 
avoided. In the course of time they 
kisséd and made up. 

Though the first open eruption came 
in 1906, it has been asserted that many 
quarrels occurred after the first year 
of their married life. These were 
patched up, it is said, by Miss Helen 
Gould, who views Frank as her favorite 
brother. 

Mrs. Gould’s beauty had much to do 
with the tiffs between the young people. 
It is declared that other men paid the 
wife much attention, which made the 
husband angry. 

Frequent recriminations resulted. Mrs. 
Gould, being of impetuous temperament, 
would not deign to offer a reply to Mr. 
Gould’s chidings, and his anger would 
increase. Always, it was his sister who, 
as peacemaker, concillated the youthful 
pair. 

Blamed the “Curse of Gold.” 

The most serious of their differences 
came this spring, when Mrs. Gould de- 
termined to seek a divorce. Frank 
Gould laid their troubles to ‘‘the curse 
of a’’ and “too much mother-in-law.”’ 

o the latter plea, the mother-in-law 
replied it ‘‘was a case of a mother try- 
ing to save her child from a broken 
heart.” 

Mrs. Gould blamed the newspapers 
and said ‘“‘lies’’ of false friends had done 
much to cause her hearthside infelicity. 
On April 18, after the report of her 
intended action in the court’, she made 
the following dramatic statement: 

“YT love my husband, but there are 
some things at times that appear un- 
bearable. If they would only leave us 
alone; if Mr. Gould and I were alone 
upon a desert island we would be the 
happiest people in the world.” 

Mrs. Gould is the daughter of the late 
the New York 
Yacht Club. She was the youngest 
matron in New York soclety at 18 years 
of age, and_was credited with being the 
best yachtswoman, save one, in the 
world. She is said to have a private 
fortune of $10,000,000. Her husband, who 
received $10,000,000 from his father, has 
added to it by his own manipulation, his 
friends declare. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gould have two chil- 
dren—Helen, aged 5, and Dorothy, 3. 
Mrs. Gould, since parting tn April, has 
resided until recently in the Fifth ave- 
nue home.

Previous Meeting Interrupted 
by Entrance of Troops 
Into Rome. 


COST IS A DRAWBACK 


Bible Revision Commission 
Hopes to Issue Some 
Volumes Soon.. 





ROME, June 29.—It is the ambition off 
Pope Pius X to continue the work of 
the Vatican Council, which was inter- 
rupted in the time of Pius IX by the 
entrance of Italian troops into Rome. 
The work that was done by the Coun- 
cil of 1870 was all of, dogmatic charac- 
ter, and matters of @scipline, which the 
present Pope wishes to have considered, 
had not been reached in the well-de- 
fined program when the interruption 
to the proceedings came. 

Although it had to end before it had 
finished its task, the Council had been a 
long one, and it is reported that Pius 
IX at the time said, referring to the 
fact that he had to entertain all the 
bishops, “If this Council does not soon 
end I will be bankrupt.” 

Leo XIII, successor to Pius IX, was 
anxious to continue the work of the 
Vatican Council but he feared the ex- 
pense involved in the entertainment of 
all the bishops of the world so he gave 
wp the idea and nothing has been done 
regarding discipiinary matters in the 
church, some of such matters having 
even been left unacted upon by the 
Council of Trent in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. Every. pope since that early day 
has been ambitious to take up the work 
of the greatest Council ever assembled 
in the church, but opportunities did not 
present themselves. Even the Ecumeni- 
cal Council, once scheduled to occur, 
never was held 

Discipline Needs Attention, 

It is certain that the present Pope has 
sufficient ambition to continue the work 
which Pius IX, had to jay down, but 
the problem is one of ways and means. 
The Pope naturally shrinks from the re- 
sponsibility of calling together all the 
bishops of the world, which would in- 
volve the expense of lodging and feeding 
them, but he realizes that the work 
that would be accomplished would be 
of tremendous importance to the 
church, especially as concerns matters 
of discipline. Nevertheless, it is believed 
here to be more than probable that 
something will be done in the matter 
before the end of the present pontifi- 
cate. It is agreed i :t the discipline 
of the church, especially as regards 
the clergy, is sadly in need of reform, 
and that the present Pope would be able 
to bring it about. 

There will be no difficulty in assem- 
bling the bishops in Rome so far as the 
Itanan Government .8 co: cerned, for the 
Government has already been approach- 
ed in the matter anc has promised to 
extend its protection over the council, 
should one held. The only difficulty 
- arises from the fact that at the present 
time anti-clerical mobs have taken pos- 
session of Rome, and the Pope hesti- 


tates to expose the bishops to insults f 


and outrages which-existing conditions 
make almost certain. 

The Italiaftt Government has proved 
to be unable to cope with the mobs and 
it ig feared that grave uisorders would 
result were five or six hundred bishops 
to come to Rome at one time. No one 
has forgotten that it was only recently 
- that French pilgrims were assaulted in 
the very center of Korne without pro- 
vocation. The movement was simply 
an anti-Clerica!l and an anti-French one 
paupee by the political condition of the 


tin 

Then the financial question has to be 
carefully considered. It will cost at 
least $2000 to entertain each of the bish- 
ops, and when it is remembered t.at 
there are over 800 of these prelates it 
is no wonder that the Pope, known to be 
of an economical turn of mind, should 
hesitate about assuming the responsi- 
bility. |

Home 
Measure Providing for ‘‘Pre- 
ventive Detention.” 


Special Correspondence From London 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, June 29.—Conciliatory treat- 
ment for habitual criminals is one of 
the subjects of a most interesting bill 
briefly introduced by the Home Secre- 
tary, Mr. Herbert Gladstone. He ex- 
plained that it was a bill for the pre- 
vention rather than for the punishment 

of crime. 

The Home Secretary explained ihat 
habitual professiora!l crimiaals, after 
serving a term of imprisonment for their 
latest crime, would be sent to “pre- 
ventive detention.’’ They would he kept 
in an institution specially built about 
half a mile from Parkhurst Prison, in 
the Isle of Wight. 

Here they would stay until the author- 
itles were assured that they would 
henceforth lead honest lives, or until by 
age or infirmity they became incapable 
of resuming a life of crime. 


Convicts to Be Paid. 


There would be softer, tenderer treat- 
ment for the crime-soaked veteran. His 
hours of labor would be fewer. He 
would have more liberty in talking. He 
would receive better food. He would 
have a chance of recreative occupation. 
He would be able to earn wages for his 
work. 

“The present system,”’ said Mr. Glad- 
stone, “is a sufficient deterrent to 50 or 
60 per cent of the prisoners, but there 
are two classes for whom it is not a 
deterrent. There are those wlio are 
criminals because of a meutal or phys- 
ical deficiency rather than because of 
any settled intention to pursue a life of 
crime.”’ 

The second class was more formidable. 
“They are the persons physically ‘fit 
who take to crime by preference. They 
decline work, when it is offered them. 


They refuse the helping hand. They 
‘augh at the present system of im- 


prisonment.’ 
Conditions Explained, 


The Home Secretary treated the smil- 
ing House to a look at the decorous 
and blameless Tife of the profeessional 
criminais in prison. 

“They are orthodox attendants at 
chepel,”” said Mr. Gladstone, “and in 
many cases they are regular attendants 
at communion. 

The silent nightly contest between 
police and crimne was touched on graph- 
ically a the, Home Secretary. “Every 
right 8000 policemen in the metropolis 
march from the stations to their beats,’’ 
he said. 

“Why this great number? Because 
there are at large 1200 or 1500 potential 
housebreakers whose avowed and known 
object is crime. In some outside dis- 
tricts there are, toed sf &) policemen 
watching for one burglar.

Wife Declares. 








NEW YORK, June 29.—While attor- 
neys representing Harry K. Thaw were 


seeking to obtain from Judge Dowling 
in the Supreme Court a modification of 
commitment of Thaw to Matteawan, 
Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw made a state- 
ment in which she said her estrange- 
ment from her husband had not been 
caused by any member of her husband’s 
family. 

She said she had lost faith in him 
when during his first trial she had dis- 
covered that under the name “Reid’’ he 
had occupied a room in thé house of 
Mrs. Susie Merrill, who was plaintiff 
in a suit for $100,000 damages brought 
against Lazarus Levy, banker. 

Mrs. Thaw said she had learned that 
women had been seen with Thaw at 
Mrs. Merrill's house. 

“I learned during Mr. Thaw’s first 
trial,”’ said Mrs. Thaw, ‘“‘that under the 
name of Reid he had rented a room at 
th. Merrill apartment, and that he had 
been a frequent visitor to that place. 
Other women were with him. I wes 
never in that place in my life, but I un- 
derstand my husband told Mrs. Merrill 
that one of the women who accom- 
panied him to the place in Fifty-fourth 
street was his wife. 

“This disclosure of my husband's 
friendship for other women made me 
turn against him. Stilll I never did or 
said anything that could hurt his 
chances of acquittal. I went on the 
stand in both his trials and told the 
truth, but I could never forget that 
while married to me he had gone about 
with other women, and that at least one 
of those other women was supposed to 
be his wife. 

“I knew that this Mrs. Merrill had 
been subpoenaed as a witness for the 
prosecution in the first trial of my hus- 
band. I used to see her in the room 
where the witnesses were kept. Dur- 
ing that time I came into possession of 
facts which surprised me concerning 
my husband. 

“A coolness arose between 
various persons ascribed this 
act which they fancied some 
of my husband’s family had c>ommit- 
ted. Until the present time I have 
never told the real reason of tle es- 
trangement. I deny that anything that 
any member of the Thaw family did 
had anything to do with it. My hus- 
band has a will of his own, and it was 
his own conduct that estranged me 
from him. 

“I never know until the time of his 
first trial that my husband had visited 
the Merrill establishment with other 
women. When I discovered that fact I 
was greatly shocked.

PUT ON TRIAL 


Prince Eulenberg, Disgraced, 
Must Answer to Double 
Charges of Perjury. 





BROKEN BY SCANDALS 





Accused Nobleman Another of 
“Ring” Accused by Editor 
Harden. 





BERLIN, June 29.—The trial of Prince 
Philip Zu Eulenberg, formerly the Kai- 
ser’s favorite and the most powerful 
man behind the scenes in Germany, on 
a double charge of perjury and inciting 
others to commit perjury, began today 
in the Central Criminal Court amid dra- 
matic surroundings. The interest shown 
in the case exceeds that of the recent 
Von Moltke trial, for the Prince’s name 
was for years a household word in Ger- 
many. 

The appearance of the Prince was al- 
most pathetic. He was brought to the 
court from the sick ward of the prison, 
where he had been for eight weeks. 
He was lifted from an invalid’s chair 
by his son, Count Sigmund Zu Eulenberg, 
and his doctors. His head was bent and 
he crept rather than walked into the 
presence of the Judge. 

After the preliminary formalities, 
there was a conference between the 
Court and counsel and it was decided 
to conduct the trial behind closed doors. 

The Judge allowed Zu Eulenberg to 
recline in a chair in the middle of the 
courtroom instead of placing him in the 
dock. His beautiful wife and his two 
sons had to leave the courtroom when 
the Judge announced his exclusion or- 
der. 

The trial is expected to 
weeks. 

Accused by Editor Harden. 

Maximilian Harden, editor of Die Zu- 
kunft, accused Eulenberg and others of 
gross immoral practices. 

When these charges were discussed at 
the trial of the Newspaperman Brant, 
who libeled Prince von Buelow in 1907, 
Zu Eulenberg appeared and made a 
sweeping denial of Harden’s charges, 
At the second trial of Count Kuno yon 
Moltke, Zu Eulenberg also was a wit- 
ness and he denied the charges. 

Last April Editor Harden brought a 
libel action against the proprietors of 
the South German Newspaper Co. and 
it was the testimony of two witnesses 
which substantiated the charges against 
Eulenberg, the men confessing their 
participation in the offenses charged. 
One of these witnesses was Herr Ernest, 
a retainer on Eulenberg’s South Ger- 
man estate, and the other a fisherman 
named Riedel. 

Rewards Offered for Perjury. 

These men will be the chief wit- 
nesses against Zu Eulenberg in the pres- 
ent trial, for it was their disclosures 
that led to their arrest. It its charged 
that Zu Bulenberg wrote letters to both 
offering rewards if they would commit 
perjury.

: FIGHT ON WHITE 
PLAGUE [5 MADE 
"WN THE OPEN" 


Outdoor Meetings Are Held by 
St. Louis Society to In- 
struct People. 








Open-air meetings under the auspices 
of the St. Louis Society for the Relief 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis had an 
auspicious beginning during the past 
week. The meetings are to educate the 
people generally as to the contagion of 
tuberculosis, to show them how preva- 
lent the disease is, and to teach how to 
prevent it as far as they may. 

The meetings are not only interesting 
and instructive, but they are necessary 
in order to make all the people under- 
stand how to defend themselves against 
the most terrible of diseases, consump- 
tion, the ‘‘great white plague.”’ 

The usual program at one of the opgn- 
air meetings of the society begins with 
a phonograph and moving picture pro- 
gram, which lasts for a half hour, with 
bomb-firing at intervals of five’ min- 
utes. At 8 o'clock the officer presiding 
for the evening explains the object of it. 
Then begins the lecture, delivered by 
the Rev. B. T. Kemerer, rector of St. 
George’s Church, which is illustrated 
with stereopticon views. 

Disease Explained by Pictures. 

All through the lecture phrases are 
thrown upon the screen that are in- 
formative and which will be carried 
away and retained in the mind. 

For instance: ‘‘What is tuberculosis?’’ 
is seen upon the screen, and the next 
three slides answers it while the lec- 
turer fully’ explains the disease. 

Phrases like the following startle the 
people and cause them to think: ‘11,365 
people died of consumption in St. Louis 
in the last 10 years. How many and 
who will die in the next 10 years? Help 
us reduce the numbers.”’ 

Spitting Evil Is Deplored. 

Views from the top of the Jewish 
Charities Building are shown, and it is 
explained on a siide that in some of the 
blocks shown more than 1000 persons 
live. 

Pictures showing living conditions 
which breed consumption are shown, 
with statistics of death from the dis- 
ease. 

Indiscriminate spitting in public places 
comes in for a large’part of the warn- 
ing sentences thrown on the screen, 
such as: “If you spit on the floor, side. 
walk or on the street the consumptive 
will do so and you may get his dis- 
ease.”’ 

There are a number of warnings given 
the public on this subject and everyone 
is warned against the danger from con- 
tagion and are warned to live ina clean- 
ly manner. 

50,000 Hear Meetings. 

The value of fresh air is. shown and 
borne in earnestly by means of the 
speech and slides thrown upon _ the 
screen, with figures on the high death 
rate shown from disobedience to the 
fresh-air rule. 

There are many other valuable lessons 
taught at these meetings that everyone 
should know, and it is urged that people 
generally attend them. 

During the summer of 1907 13 of these 
meetings were held with an attendance 
and there will be 





more meetings held this year than last. 


ARMY -OF 250,000 
“MEN 1S PLANNED 
Un UNCLE SAM 


To Be in Eight Corps and 
Kept Ready for Any 
Emergency. 








PINE CAMP, N. Y., June 29.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s plan to create vir- 
tually a standing army of 250,000 men, 
organized into eight army corps and 
ready for instant service, has been out- 
lined by Gen, Robert Shaw Oliver, As- 
sistant Secretary of War. 

Gen. Oliver had completed a critical 
inspection of Pine Camp and was rest- 
ing at headquarters on Hog'’s Back, 
when asked for a statement as to the 
real purpose of his visit. With the ut- 
most frankness, he revealed the de- 
tails of a definitely adopted plan which 
wilf bring Federal and State troops to- 
gether in one great military organiza- 
tion trained and equipped for ariy emer- 
gency. 

“Two years from now,” said Gen. Oli- 
ver, “‘we expect to have a force of 50,- 
000 men, regulars and volunteers, mo- 
bilized at this camp if the Government 
decides to purchase it. Our plan is to 
establish eight great maneuvers camps 
at different points throughout the coun- 
try. At these camps we will assemble 
all regulars now on foreign service and 
every regiment of State volunteers. 

“There are no longer any militiamen,” 
continued the Genera], with a smile. 
‘‘They are aA United States volunteers. 


In the event of war they are part of 
the regular army under the new law. 
Up to this time the President has been 
powerless to direct the management of 
State troops. it is so no longer. 

“The plan is to organize this new 
army in eight army corps,’ he con- 
tinued. ‘Pine Camp, or whatever camp 
we select for the East, will be the an- 
nual maneuvering ground for the First 
Army Corps. It will include every regi- 
ment in New York, Pennsylvania and 
New England. 

“Yearly these regiments will train in 
maneuvers side by side with regulars. 


‘The inevitable result will be a general 


efficiency that will give us a standing 
army of 250,00 men available for any 
emergency. Of this army a part will be 
thoroughly trained and the balance par- 
tially so. Every regiment will know its 
corps’ position anc rapid mobiiization 
can be effected without any confusion.”’ 

The Assistant Secretary of War left 
no doubt as to the-definiteness of this 
plan. ‘I will myself put this organiza- 
tion into effect,’’ said he, ‘“‘within the 
next two years, but if I should be forced 
to drop out for any reason the plan will 
be surely carried through. That has 
been decided.”’
